Hi Robert, 


Our teams will be on site tomorrow morning and I will notify them of the 
situation so they are aware and know to take necessary precautions. Our 
office has taken every necessary course of action to address this location 
and we are actively working to take appropriate measures. 

Despite this effort to provide a modicum of hygiene and cleanliness and to ensure the 
public's right of access to its sidewalks, however, the persistent encampment remains 
at this location. As a result of recent decisions by federal courts, the inherent 
challenges presented by the COVID-19 pandemic and the unavailability of shelter for 
our unhoused neighbors, the City cannot forcibly remove individuals from this 
encampment or most others in the public right of way. As the 9th Circuit Court of 
Appeals stated in its decision in Martin v. Boise, “[a] state may not criminalize any 
conduct that is an unavoidable conseguence of being homeless." The impact of this 
decision has been that the city is left without legal authority to keep its streets clean, at 
least until much more local shelter options are made available. 


Under normal circumstances, despite these limitations, the Bureau of Sanitation still 
endeavors to keep sidewalks unobstructed and to remove threats to public health in the 
public right of way. During the COVID-19 pandemic, however, in order to give 
individuals experiencing homelessness the opportunity to shelter in place pursuant to 
public health guidelines, Sanitation has suspended enforcement of the requirement that 
tents come down during the hours of 6:00 a.m. - 9:00 p.m., further limiting Sanitation’s 
ability to do its job. 


We will continue to have LAHSA (Los Angeles Homeless Service Authority) outreach 
workers, the Sanitation Bureau, and LAPD, be at this site. Please let Morgan or myself 
know if you have any additional questions or concerns, as mentioned earlier, our teams 
will be on site tomorrow morning.
